1 . Short title _ ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Defence Research and 
Development Organisation Director of Administration Recruitment Rules, 1967, 

( 2 ) These rules come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette . 

2 . Application . — These rules shall apply to the post of Director of Adminis 
tration in the Defence Research and Development Organisation in the Ministry 
of Defence , 

3 . Classification and Scales of Pay etc . — The classification of the post , the scale 
of pay attached thereto , the method of recruitment to age limit and other 
matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 13 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules . 

4 . Disqualification .--- ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life - time of such spouse , shall be eligible 
for appointment to thc sáid posts ; and 

( b ) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule .
